Our cotton buyers say that 90 per cent of 
the crop in this country has been sold, and 
it has averaged 8 1-2 cents a. pound. That 
does pretty well. I said in: a former letter 
that the great staple went up 2 cents just as 
soon as Cleveland was elected. Sveral men 
‘and one woman have taket offense at this 
and write me rather malignantly about the 
‘sin of deception, and thé good woman says 
she had always esteemed me to be a gen- 
tleman and a OCObristian until now. She 
says that unless I am an idiot I must know 
that it was the short crop that made the 
price advance. 

Well that is so. I take it all back. [| 
was just jubilating. That's all. Her par 
ty jubilated so much before the election 
that we couldent keep from crowing a little 
afterwards. It did us ‘so much good. Iam | 
just as sorry for my republican friends as 
the circumstances will admit 6f, especially 


for the women, and 1 femember them nm my . 


prayers and hope they may receive an abun- 
dance of resignation and take comfort iu 
that scripture which says ‘The Lord loveth 
whom he chasteneth.”’

Some farmers right here in Bartow 
county swear they can’t make it for less than 
8 cents, but I was talking te Mr: Sheda- 
ker who is a small farmer near our town 
and always has a little money to lend. He 
made nine and a half bales on ten acres this 
year and did it with hired labor, for he has 
no children and. he says he keeps a strict 
accoum of every cent and -knows exactly 
what he is doing and that the crop cost him 
—4 1-2centsa pound. Hesold it for9 1-2 
and is satisfied. He has something to sell 
all the year round—some corn, or hay, or a 
cow, or some potatoes. He came here poor 
and has improved his little farm and built 
a new house out of the profits of farming, 
He envies nobody, troubles nobody, and isa 
good citizen. 

Another farmer who eald a few bales at 
9 cents told Mr. Milam that he dident 
know what it cost him for his little chaps 
chopped it out and picked the most of it, 
and if they hadent done that they wouldent 
have done anything else. Counting fair 
wages for the children he said he reckoned 
his cotton cost: him about 6 cents, but not 
counting the childrei it cost about 3 cents,

in this country than they. were three years 
ago. They are generally out of debt and 
own good stock and good implements. Ifa 
healthy man with a healthy wife has 
a good little farm that is paid for he has as 
good a chance for happiness and success as 
anybody .- I shall never cease to cherish the 
memory of my farming life. And now 
when the children a around the 
fireside: they ilove to recall and relate 
the trials and tribulations, the pleasures 
and delights of the ten years they lived 
upon ‘the farm. They worked hard and 
made good crops and’ mixed a little sport 
with their labors and kept everything live- 
ly and cheerful. Almost every night we 
had musi¢ and neighbors would drop in 
to enjoy i. I listened to them last night 
as they alternated with each other in re- 

hing memories.

To return to the original proposition: 
Gentry hasn’t a monopoly of the jail 
aristocracy. He’s not the only man to 
whom deference is paid because he is 
charged with a great crime. John Dumas,. 
who has a reputation of being a blood- 
thirsty wretch is looked upon with awe 
by the prisoners. He has veen admitted 
to thé royal knighthood of exalted crimin- 
als, and when he gets out iato tie Dall- 
way talking in his !oud-mouihed farhion, 
the birds are quiet, for the Jion is roaring. 
Dumas takes advantage of his exalted 
station, and if a new prisoner feels the 
weight of his fist he mustn’t complain 
for it’s one of the jail aristocracy who hits * 
him. Ifa prisoner were to be so juckless 
as to complain his name would be Denuis. 

Another blue-blooded aristocrat of the 
jail is a man named Miller, who may le 
@ very ordinary criminal, but the story 
got among the prisoners that he had kill- 
ed four men, and wouldn’t mind adding 
another to the list just for luck. This 
greatly increased the regard in which Mil- 
ler was at first held and he became a 
power in jail society. It is said that he 
told the stories of his own wickedness. 
If this be true he did so with an eye to 
the advantages that a criminal of some 
standing has over ordinary prisoners. Mil- 
ler is only charged with counterfeiting, 
and without something else to give him 
standng he would rank in the lower set 
at the jail. His ambition possibly soared 
higher than this, and quite likely he in- 
vented the blood-and-thunder stories of 
which he was the hero, in order to give 
him a social standing that the nature of 
his offense did not entitle him to. 

Prisoners who have never attained to 
any degree of villiany in their careers of 
crime are regarded with that contempt 
which is the unhappy portion of the scrub 
in any walk of life, or in any kind of en- 
terprise. The criminal artist is a hero in 
prison and he reigns like a king if he 
knows anything about the reigning busi-

ness. The offender’ whose crime is com- 
paratively insignificant on the criminal 
docket cannot help but feel his inferiority 
and his insignificance in the presence of 
the aristocrats of the jail, who have suc 
ceeded in the fine art of crime. The man 
who would steal a Tew dollars out of a 
cash drawer when he could have done 
honor to himself and his profession by 
stealing into the dwelling of some old 
miser and killing him for his gold, is a 
despised being, who is looked upon as a 
bungler who ought to go into some other 
profession and not disgrace the calling of 
exalted criminals. There’s.a prisoner at 
the jail about whom I have heard this 
remark made often: “Why dat nigger 
’ud steal de money offen a dead pusson's 
eyes.” Such a compliment is rarely paid 
to criminals only rascals who have suc- 
ceeded to the degree that they are regard- 
ed as artists are ever spoken of as highly 
as. that. 

There is a prisoner in jail who is charg- 
ed with having stolen a clock from a 
church, and that achievement has won 
him an enviable jail fame. If he had 
only stolen a clock from a residence he 
would have been looked upon as a very 
ordinary criminal; but to steal a clock 
from a church is high art in crime, and 
shows a recklessness and a depravity 
that is a sure passport to the Royal Asso- 
ciation of Lawbreakers. If you want to 
move in the jail “400” you must do 
something desperately wicked and mean 
—something that shows that you are not 
reckoning what the consequences will be. 
Kill somebody in a real cold-blooded and 
artistic way, and you may be the Ward 
McCallister of jail society.

The Distilling of Turpentine Is : the ‘ 
Main Industry Pursued. =.

THE ODOR THAT ARISES 1S HEALTHFUL 


‘A Good Description of the Way Turpen- } 
tine Is Made—The Writer Is Well 
Informed on the Subject. 


One of the most important, as well as 
interesting, industries of Georgia, is the 
distilling of turpentine. Dotted here and 
there among the thick tracts of yellow 
pine, so numerous in south Georgia, can 
be found many turpentine farms, more 
properly called stills, which are fast sap- 
ping away the life of the magnificent 
timber in that section. | 

A visit to one of these stills is well 
worth the time to a person that has not 
seen one in operation. Many are ac 
quainted with commonly called spirits 


some unwillingly when sick, but they are 
not familiar with the different steps taken. 
in order to get it ready for the market. 

The observer first starts among the 
pines Which spread out over the level 
ground as far as the eye can see; and 
their tall, stately trunks, unlike the | 
pines of more northern sections, rise many 
feet before a single branch appears. The 
air, filled with the delightful and health- 
giving odor of the pine gives one a zeal 
‘to work which is notieable in the men 
employed at the stills. 

Here from twenty-five to fifty hands 
are at work, chipping boxes. First, in 
one side of the tree, near the ground, 
a box is made which will hold a quart. 
Then, a chip is made from four to five 
feet up the tree and the bark stripped 
down to the box. A new chip is,made 
every week or two and by this method 
a tree will last from three to five years, 
and even longer; but after that they are 
no longer good, but very good lumber can. 
be made from them. In boxing trees, 
special tools have to be employed and 
expert men are able to cut a great many 
each day. 

The stripped trees become white with 
the resinous sap and on a dark night 
one would take a turpentine farm for 
a huge cemetery with thousands of white 
tombstones. ne newcomer was heard 
to remark that he always thought south 
Georgia was unhealthy, but after seeing 
one of these seemingly large cemeteries 
he knew it. He packed up and left on the 
first train. 

At regular intervals during the season, 
which in that climate lasts from April to 
September, the boxes are scraped and the 
crude product is brought to the still in 
large barrels which are drawn on trucks 
by oxen. 

The still itself is made of copper sur- 
rounded by brick work and inte this is 
put the raw material. A good fire is 
started and into the still a small stream 
of water constantly runs to keep the 
spirits from catching fire. The water and 
spirits of turpentine are distilled | “over” 
and pass through a long coil of pipe, 
called the worm, which is in a large tank. 
filled with water. Here the water and, 
spirits, which pass over in the form. of 
vapor, are condensed and run out.’ ‘The 
spirits which, being lighter than witer, 
floats on top, is drawn off into barrels. 
This is the pure spirits and is what is 
found on the market for sale. The dis- 
tiller, who has to be an experienced man 
in the business, now has to watch and 
knows by the noise the still is making 
the contents of the charge. When the 
proper time arrives the fire is removed 
and the remainder of the spirits is dis- 
tiled over. A small per cent, however, 
is always lost. 

Turpentine is not the only product that 
is made, for the resin which is left in 
the still, is drawn off and strained, for 
there is a good deal of pine-straw, bark, 
etc., mixed With it. After straining, the 
clear amber-colored resin is poured into 
rough barrels and is shipped to the sea- 
ports and there is used in shipbuilding. 
It is also used in the manufacture of 
soaps and at wholesale it brings about 
$1.25 per barrel. 

The spirits, however, is the most im- 
portant product, which is shipped in large 
tanks to the northern states, where it is 
refined and used extensively as a med- 
icine and largely in the manufacture of 
paints. The distiller gets about 30 cents 
per gallon at the present time—a small 
price to what it used to be. 

Besides the spirits and resin, essence 
of tar is made, which is also a fine med- 
icine, and pitch, which brings a fair price. 
Some time the resin is. mixed with cotton, 
or cotton seed, which makes an excellent 
fuel and burns like soft coal. Here, also, 
the cooper finds employment, for many 
barrels are used.and a good cooper can 
earn good wages at a still. 

So, one can see that a turpentine farm | 
turns out many useful products and that 
south Georgia has quite an industry. 
North Carolina used to be the leading 
turpentine-producing state; but is now 
rapidly giving out, and many from that 
state are finding homes in Geo 

One more thing to be found on a tur- 
pentine farm, which I had almost forgot- 
ten to mention, is health, espe 
cially to the consumptive. To breathe the 
atmosphere around a turpentine farni, 
filled with the products of the pine, is 
health to any one. The turpentine, act- 
ing on the lungs, kidneys and the whole 
vital system, gives one a new life that 
doctors never can give. 

A jolly crowd it is when the hands get 
through their work and with their quaint 
melody and jokes of the day make the 
still evening air ring with their hearty 
voices. Atid why hot happy? All with 
good health, good homes, and nobody to 
disturb them, they are indeed happy. 

Such is the way I found many turpén- 
tine farms in south Georgia, a grand 
country, and fast building up with good 
people.

Paris, Nevember 27.—There are two 
distinct styles alongside of each other in 
the dress of today, and if you wish to be 
fashionable you must understand them 
both. There is the femininity apotheosis 
in soft curves, variety and grace, that at 
this moment is expressing itself in poke 
bonnets and empire gowns, and there is 
the conservative severe that looks neither 
to the right nor to the left after strange 
models, but is tailor made through thick 
and through thin.

Fashtonable Tailor Models. 

A gown made of a new cheviot. that 
shows two colors in a diagonal twill of 
bine and mastic {ts finished with large 
cords of mastic cloth and a mastic cloth 
yest. The bodice extends below the waist 
line eight inches. The back side seam and 
the seam of the second dart in front are 
opened up to the waist line, and the 
basque between turned up in three-cor- 
nered shape and fastened with ao button.

The front is short and pointed and opens 
over the vest. Coat sleeve very slightly 
raised, with flaring cuff corded. The 
front breadth of the skirt is lapped and 
corded down the sides. A doubled cord 
finishes the bottom. The cords are as 
large as a little finger. One row of 
stitching follows the cords. 

The cheviot fabric just described is 
one of the chief novelties of the season. 
It resembles serge, the warp showing 
one color and the woof another. The 
effect is very pleasing. It may be had 
in blue and red, brown and gray, violet 
and gray, and other colors. 

An English design has a fitted waist 
with plain skirts sewed on below the 
waist line, like a riding habit, and fall- 
ing slightly over the vest. There are 
pockets in the skirts, and the fronts are 
ornamented with buttons and false but- 
ton-holes put on with braid. The top is: 
turned over with revers and collar, and 
the sleeves are not raised at all at the 
armholes. This is a favored model for 
cloth. 

The Russian Blouse. 

The tailors have preserved the Russian 
blouse. It is a sort of compromise they 
make with the round waist. For it takes 
a belt. Don’t copy those that have the 
blouse skirt gathered separately and 
sewed on under the belt. The gathers 
do not coincide with the waist gathers 
and the effect is bad. An extremely ele- 
gant one, as choice a design as the tailors 
have furnished, is of long three-quarters’ 
length, cut all in one piete. At the belt 
it is laid, into plaits turning inwards. It 
can be double-breasted or single. I have 
seen one carried out in mixed homespun, 
with black braided borders and beaver 
fur edges.

The law in New York state 
is practically what is in every other state, 
Here, the rs, having been no by 
the r state officers, of their election, 
and having received the ecetificates of the 
same, are required to meet in the state cap- 
‘itol in the afternoon of the day preceding 
the day upon which they are to vote. Up- 
on organization. the first step is to see 
whether every elector is present who has 
been chosen. If there ere any vacancies 
caused either by death, refusal to serve, 
or even neglect to attend, these are immedi- 
ately filled by a plurality vote by 
those who are — Having thus filled 
the electoral co ge, @ president is chosen 
and a secretary, who must be electors. 

Upon the next day the electors meet at 
the capitol and there they vote first by bal- 
lot for candidates for president, and then 
they vote for the candidates for vice pres- 
dent, and there is but one restriction upon 
this vote, that one, at least, of the men 
for whom they vote must not be a resident 
of the same state with themselves. 

This is an operation which usually takes 
not more than from ten to fifteen minutes, 
and it requires, usually, much more time to 
make out the formal lists than it does to 
vote for the candidates. ‘The secretary pre- 

res a list of all persons voted for for pres- 
dent and the number of votes cast. If 
very seldom happens that in an electoral 
college there are votes cast for more than 
one person for president. The same thing 
is done with the vote for vice president. 
The electors sign and certify the two lists, 
and they add to them their own certificates 
of election as clectors, certified by the scre- 
tary of state. There are three of these 
lists made; one of them is forwarded, un- 
der seal, to the president of the senate 
of the United States; another is deliverel 
to the United States judge of the district 
in which the state capital is situated; a 
‘bird is committed to a special messenger, 
who is elected by the electoral college and 
commissiond to carry to Washington and 
deliver to the secretary of state of the 
United States this certified list and to re 
ceive a receipt therefor. 

For this service the electors receive such 
mileage and pay for attendance as is al- 
lowed by law to members of the legislature 
for their attendance and travel. 

This is the very simple method which 
revails in every state in the union, and 
t well readily be seen than in effect it is a 
mere formal declaration of the result of 
the popular election of ‘November, al- 
though at the beginning of the government 
it was expected to be the important function 
of a presidential election. 

There has never been a case when a 
presidential elector has been tempted to be- 
tray his party. It was said in 1876 that 
attempts were made that some one or two 
electors be offered large sums of money to 
vote either a blank ballot in the electoral 
college, or to vote for the candidate of the 
opposition. It is doubtful whether such 
suggestior. would have ever been attempted, 
for no electcr would dare at that time, 
however great the temptation, to sell his 
“vote. It would have been the outcast of 
him; and his name would have gone into 
tradition alongside of that of Benedict Ar- 
nold. - 

There was in 1876, however, another pro- 
position made in good faith, and one which 
many believed might be accepted. It was 
suggested that as many republicans be- 
lieved that Mr. Tilden had received a ma- 
jority of the popular vote, some republican 
elector would ward off this by voting for 
him, and great excitement was occasioned 
by the annoucement that Mr. James Rus- 
sell Lowell, of Massachusetts, was consid- 
ering such a step. If Mr. Lowell or any 
other republican elector had voted for Til- 
den in the electoral college, it would have 
given him an undisputed majority of one 
yote. Mr. Lowell, however, while inclined 
to believe that Mr. Tilden was elected, de- 
clared that the question was one with, which 
he as an elector had nothing to do. It was 
his duty simply to vote in accordance with 
the wishes of that party which had chosen 
him .as an elector, and he did so. 

In looking back over the tables of the 
electoral votes it i¢ noticed that sometimes 
the — a state ae a divided, cod 
tho this is comparatively a rare occur- 
i. recent yvars. Once the vote of 
New Jersey was divided. In 1880 a_re 
markable 1eturn was made by the Cali- 
fornia electoral college. In the campaign 
a forged letter had been circulated which 
gave the impressivy, that General Garfield 
was friendl} to Clinese immigration. The 
forgery was discovered and its ill effects 
negatived in the east, but the damage had 
been dove in Cal:fornia, and to that letter 
was attributed the fact that General Gar- 
field lost the electoral vote of that state. 

e received, however, one vote. One of 
the democratic. cl: ctors was Judge Terry, 
who was a few years ago shot by a United 
States marshal, and who had __ himself 
killed United States Senator Broderick in 
ec duel. Terry was so unpopular that a 
sufficient number of men refused to vote 
for him to elect one Garfield elector, and 
that accounts for that singular and single 
electoral vote from California in 1880. 
In the electoral ecllege which meets to de- 
clare the result of the November election, 
there will be a division of the_ electoral 
votes in some of the states; in Michigan, 
because the electors are there chosen by 
congress districts, and in some other states 
because by agreement there was fusion re- 
sulting in the election of somie democratic 
and some Weaver electors. 

The electoral tables show one curious 
thing which to many of the present genera- 
‘tion seems very remarkable, and that is 
that although ‘ err! was the candi- 
date of one party in 1872. yet he received 
no electoral votes. This was due to the 
fact that Mr. Greely died within two weeks 
after the election Had his party won at 
the November election, a very serious ques- 
tion would have arisen. The electoral col- 
lege would have had the power, in fact, 
the duty, to select from some liberal dem- 
ocrat the man who should take! the dead 
candidate’s place, and it has often been a 
matter of specuiutive comment what the 
electoral college would do in case this duty 
was upon them. Thr electoral colleges have 
ouly one perquisite, or piece of patronage; 
they are able to appoint the messengers 
who take the lists to the secretary of state, 
and this is an eagerly sought honor. It 
is usually given to a man whocares for no 
other office. He is paid a mileage and 
allowed a sum sufficient to pay his expenses. 
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acqg with some of

Where They Lived, 
AND SOMETHING ABOUT HIS ANCESTORS 


They Were Men of Mark, but Quiet Men. 
The Ancestors of Hayes and Fill- 
more Also Lived Here. 


Norwich, Conn., December 2.—By reason 
of their historical associations and the mem- 
ories that cluster about them, the ancestral 
homes of our distinguished men are always 


objects of more than passing interest, but 
in the case of ex-President Cleveland the 


subject rivets the attention all the more 


closely because the little town where the 
family homestead stands is in itself a most 
romantic bit of antique and rugged New 
England and the ancestral home of two 
other chief magistrates beside. 

This yankeefied place has the yankeefied 
name of Bean Hill, and lies in the eastern 
part of Connecticut. It is a next-door 
neighbor to Norwichtown, and Norwichtown 
is a suburb of Norwich, the “Rose of New 
England,” whose rounding and terraced 
hills and intersecting valleys, picturesquely 
dotted with mingled woodland, rock, and 
greensward nestle coyly between the bigh- 
banked ¥antic and Shetucket rivers, which 
there join to form the winding and winsome 
Thames. | 

Millard Filmore and Rutherford B. Hayes 
are the other two ex-presidents that Bean 
Hill has indirectly turned out, and the an- 
cient hamlet it still doing business at the old 
stand. Add to all this the fact that Mrs. 
Cleveland is the granddaughter of a lady 
who came from grand oli Lebanon, the

five governors, including that national hero, 
Jonathan Trumbull—the original “Brother 
Jonathan” of revolutionary fame, Wash- 


ington’s pillar of strength and main source . 


of supply for the sinews of war—and the 
part played by this section of the Nutmeg 
State in shaping the destinies of the de- 
mocracy’s leading exponent is made con- 
spicuously. apparent. 

_ Blood.will tell, and like father, like son, 
ms an adage that holds good in remoter.de- 
grees of consanguinity. Hence it is net sur- 
prising to discover that the three genera- 
tions of Clevelands, who lived, and moved, 
and had there being in these parts, were 
men of mark imbued with solid and en- 
during traits of character, ; or. that their 
bravery, pluck, piety and intellectual gifts 
have been transmitted to their illustrious 
descendant. 

Great oaks from little acorns ow, but 
these monarchs of the forest fhm sprout 
from peanuts. Though he wears no grand- 
father’s hat, the democr cy’s chieftain is 
sprung from a race of N England clergy- 
man, and an ancestry that would do 
honor to any citizen of the land. 

It may easily be inferred that no higher 
mark of confidence and esteem could be 
bestowed upon William Cleveland in the 
community in which he lived than that con- 
ferred when he returned to his native town 
in 1812—after a few years absence since 
early manhood—whereby he was “set apart 
for the office of deacon of the First Congre- 
gational church.” Having no ambition for 
political distinction, it was more to his lik- 
ing than any other office that. could have 
been bestowed, conferring, as it didPa more 
substantial divinity than the title of mayor. 

For twenty-five years from the time of his 
re-entrance to Norwich until the day of his 
death in August, 1837, William Cleveland 
was 8 deacon .in the old First church, and 
enjoyed the distinction of sitting in one of 
the deacon’s chairs on either side of the 
pulpit, reverently fulfilling the duties of 
his position. Nor was it purely dignatorial. 
The tithingman, the meddlesome marti- 
net of old time New England church life, 
armed with his long s‘aff whose heavy 
knob at one end was to whack the heads of 
the boys, while the hare’s foot at the other 
end was to tickle the faces of the girls, if 
they became hypnotized with sleep by the 
preagher's long sermons, that fussy. petty 
functionary and his office and as the dea- 
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con’s grandson would say, “fallen into in- 
nocous desuetude.” It therefore behooved 
the deacon to keep his eys — for the doz- 
ng ones, or those who indulged in other 
improprieties of behavior. Oftentimes he 
would indulge in fervent exhortation at the 
church meetings, ng fluently and to 
the point, and on some occasions, it is said, 
give the tune to the congregation with his 
pitch pipe and lead the singing. 

‘Thus dy example, as weil as precept, did 
William Cleveland encourage his son Rich- 
ard.«a quiet, demure lad who watched him 
from the square high-backed pew, ts enter 
the ministry, through truth to say, the 
strong religious bent of the family was 
so manifest in him that he required but 
but little urging. The embryo clergyman is 
remembered as an earnest youth of studi- 
ous habits with a subdued vein of humor in 
his composition, but free from any tendency 
to malicious mischief. 

“I remember Deacon Cleveland well,” 
remarked Colonel John 
writer.

On the south of the porch is an ap- 
ple orchard, and beyond it a meadow that 
slopes upwards to® hills crisscrossed 
stone walls and dotted with conical dwarf 
cedars. : 

It. is a comfortable looking two-story 
dwelling about forty feet square with a 
shingled gambrel, or “hip,” roof, and a 
chunky chimney to each corner, suggesting 
the reflection that the winters must indeed 
be bleak where so many fireplaces are re- 
quired. : 

Stepping within one is immediately 
brought to face with the front stairway 
that Jeads to the sleeping rooms above. 
On either-hand are the parlor and sitting 
room, whose principal features are the 
black marble mantels and wood fireplaces, 
the recessed windows with solid, wooden 
inside shutters, and the low eeilings cross- 
ed and supperted by heavy, enclosed floor 
beams. It ranks with the best of the fam- 
iy mansions in Bean Hill. 

Just how old the house is no one seems 
to know. More than a century, of cvuurse, 
for it is the current belief that it was built 
by William Cleveland’s father, Aaron 
Cleveland. Certain it is that the house had 
been occupied for many 
deacon purchased it from his brother-in-law, 
D. L. Dodge, in 1812, when the latter 
moved to New York where his descendants 
became merchants of national fame, the 
late William E. Dodge being one of them. 
it was the deacon’s home until his four 
children went away or married, Richard 
coming there with his father at the age of 
seven and remaining until after his gradu- 
ation from Yale college in 1824, at the age 
of nineteen. 

Deacon Cleveland led a placid, contented, 
dignified and honorable life in this vicinage, 
blessed by reason of his honest thrift in his 
basket and his store, happy in his family 
relations and fortunate among men _ in 
his marriage with Margaret Falley, a Nor- 
wich lady. What he might have been 
had any stirring events aroused the latent 
forces of his character into action is large- 
ly a matter of conjecture. 

But his father, Aaron Cleveland, lived in 
different times and left a different record be- 
hind him. He was born in East Haddam in 
1744. Coming to Norwich a few years be- 
fore the outbreak of the revolution, he 
immediately took an active part in the af- 
fairs of the community. <As a rel'gous ex- 
horter, a lecturer, and a writer he exerted 
a powerful influence. A_ local history 
speaks of him as “a man of wit and a ready 
writer who contributed many pieces to the 
newspapers that had the ringing sound of 
genuine patriotism.” 

One of the articles published in The Nor- 
wich Packet in 1773, was an’essay in the 
form of a sermon upon the text: ‘“Fouch not 
mine annointed.” He claimed that “not 
kings but the people are the annointed of 
God, and kings are forbidden to touch 
them.” It was pretty bold talk in those 
days of subserviency,to George II. ' 
All through his writings he shows an apt- 
ness of characterization which, while not 
quite. equal to such inspirations as “‘perni- 
cious activity” and “goubish glee,” is not far 
behind them. During the great struggle he 
was to be found serving on committees with 
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notice of him in terms o 

In a speech before the : 
ciety of the city of Brooklyn, at its dinner 
last year, ex-President Cleveland said in 
the course of some humorous remarks re- 
garding his New England lineage and his 
claim to be a New Englander: “At any rate, 
it seems to me that the claim I make is en- 
tirely valid, with no embarrassment con- 
nected with it except the fact for some pur- 
poses and on some occasions a father’s birth- 
pace may be of more value than ‘his own”

A Central Director Expresses Some Interest- 
ingtOpinions. 

Savannah, Ga., December 10.—(Special.) 
The intention of the financiers back of the 
Central reorganization plan is to make the 
Central system a great southern trunk line.

At 
the meeting the directors will endorse the 
reorganization plan, the main principles ‘of 
which will bc embodied in the report of 
the directors’ committee. This is practi- 
cally-all that will be needed. ‘The plan in 
detail will then be signed in New York by 
all parties interested and the work of carry- 
ing out its provisions will begin. 

“This depends only on one thing,” said 
Director Mills, one of the Central’s repre- 
sentatives @f the committee on reorganiza- 
tion this morning, ‘‘and that is on the ab- 
sence of inimical legislation. The gentle- 
men who are doing so much to re-establish 
the system will not place a cent in it, if 
the Bacon or any other similar measure 
passes the législature or is likely to me 
a law. They are well protected now and 
have no reason to put up more money unless 
they see fit. They believe, though, that in 
a few years the Central system can be made 
a great southern trunk line and become one 
of the finest paying properties in the country. 
They are willing to lend it their money and 
their credit to bring about these results. 
In making up the reorganization plan the 
Central’s directors presented a plan and 
the other committee of creditors presented 
their plan. Gradually two plans were 
brought together and coalesced into the pres- 
ent desirable and equitable scheme. nder 
it division lines will not exist. It will be 
a system with but one name for its securities.

Gossip from New ‘York—Is Somebody

New York, Dacember 10.—(Special.)—

New York, December 10.—The following ; 


review, of the cotton situation was prepared 
for the United Press by Alfred L. B. 
Shepperson, editor of The Cotton Factor, 
and an acknowledged authority on matters 
pertaining to cotton. 

“The present cotton crop was grown upon 
an acreage materially less than the previous 
crop and upon soil exhausted by the enor- 
mous yields of two successive years. The 
agricultural department estimated irae re- 
duction, in acreage as 16 1-2 per cent, and 
Official and reliable privateadvices convince 
me that tie department’s estimate is sub- 
stantially correct. The reduction in the use 
of fertilizers was thirty-five to forty per 
cent. 

Weather conditions have been favorable. 


| For some time land was prepared for plant- 


ing until the growth of the plant was ended 
by killing frosts. There has been no ele- 
ment of the situation upon which to base a 
reasonable expectation of even a moderate 
crop as compared with those of the past few 
years. The crop was backward, and on 
October 15th was generally fifteen to fifty 
days later than last year. Killing frosts 
were quite general from October 2th, and 
caused a loss of 300,000 bales or more. In 
the Memphis district alone it has been 
stated that 150,000 bales were destroyed by 
frosts. 

“Advices from official and trustworthy 
private sources leave no room for doubt 
mnat the yield per acre is very much less 
than last season. The most unfavorable 
accounts from merchants who are in the 
closest touch with planters and many let- 
ters have recently been received by me from 
prominent planters throughout the south, 
and they fully confirm the report of a re- 
duced yield which comes from other 
sources. In many sections the crop is 


- turning out to be much less than was ex- 


pected a month or so ago. 
Tho Shurtage “ore Apparent. 


-“Ags the gathering of the crop progresses 
and approaches completion its shortage be- 
comes more apparent. Up to this time last 
year the tendency of merchants and plant- 
ers was to underestimate the crop. This 
year the general tendency has been exdctly 
in the other direction, and there has been an 
increasing disposition to reduce estimates. 
Our friend, Mr. Henry Neil, of New Or- 
leans, who can make more guesses at the 
size of one crop than any one I know of, 
issued an estimate on November 2nd, of 
11,100,000 bales exclusive of the old cot- 
ton remaining in the interior from the pre 
vious crop. ‘This would make the estimate 
represent a commercial crop of about 7,300,- 
000 bales. We hardly digested this esti- 
mate when he issued another one one 
his estimate to 6,500,000 bales. That, 
understand also excludes the old cotton and 


would,therefore,be equivalent to an estimate 
by him ofa pence crop of about 6,700,- 
000 bales. A great‘ueal of cotton in the 
previous year was marketed with the cro 
of 1891-’92, and I do not think the actua 
vield of that season was over %,600, 
bales.

“Wishing to be very conservative, I will 
assume the yield per acre to average 10 per 
cent less than last season, upon an acreage 
16 1-2 per cent less than last year. This 
would make the yield this season 6,321,000 
bales for the old cotton left in the interior 
frem last season and which will undoubt- 
ediy be marketed this season and it will 
make the commercial crop of this season 
about 6,500,000 bales. This would be 
2,518,000 bales less than the crop of last 
season. 

“From present indications, I would re- 
gard 6,500,000 as the maximum of the crop 
and it may fall considerably short of this. 
The present average is about what -it was 
in 1884-85 and the commercial crop of that 
season was 5,706,000 bales. Some persons 
think the acreage now is equal to that of 

885-86 or about one million acres more 
than in 1884-85. The crop of 1885-86 was 
6,575,000 bales. The crop condition on Oc- 
tober Ist, as reported by the departmen® of 
agriculture, was one and a half points lower 
than at the same time in 1884, and about 
four and one-half points lower than in 1885. 

“Since September 1st, the cotton of this 
crop which has come into sight is 1,460,000 
bales less than during the same time last 
year. From now to the end of the season 
the movement can very easily be over 1,000,- 
000 bales less than during last season, so 
that the statistical position is quite in line 
wih a crop of 6,500,000.” t

PRICE OF COTTON. 
Returas Showing the Advance and the Cause 


of It. 

Washington, December 10.—Returns of 
the cotton on the plantation on the Ist of 
December a to the report of the 
statistician of the agricultural department 
indicate a return to nearly farm values 
under the stimulus of a short crop, the result 
largely of reduced acreage. In New Or- 
leans the price of middling in the first week 
of March, when planters were urged by 
that department to reduce the acreage, was 
67-16 and in the first week of December 
it was 97-16 cents, an increase of 45 per 
cent. Plantation prices are now compara- 
tively higher than ever in comparison with 
export prices, showing either a nerrow mar- 
gin in maketing or holding for a future ad- 
vance. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR, 


Questions to Be Considered at the Present 
session. 

Philadelphia, December 10.—The twelfth 
annual convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor will begin in Independence 
hall Monday morning, and continue for a 
week. The sessions will be public. Over 
100 delegates will attend. Among the prob- 
able questions discussed will be the four 
historic strikes of Homestead, Buffalo, 
Couer de Alene, and Tennessee. The rela- 
tions of armed bodies of men employed 
during those strikes will also be considered. 

President Gompers arrived today. He 
says the convention will be a historic one 
in its arraignment of the wrongs inflicted 
upon labor and its appeals for iegislative 
and congressional action. : 

“The strengthening of existing labor or- 
ganizations will claim our attention first 
of all. We look to the extending of trades 
unions and hope to get into the fold of the 
federation the organization of railroad men 
now ably led by Arthur and Sargent. The 
reduction of hours of labor to eight will be 
thoroughly agitated and we will appeal for 
a change in conspiracy laws enacting which, 
as they stand now, are exceedingly unjust. 
The prohibition of child labor needs our 
general attention. 

“It is evident that where there 
are such laws they are not enacted. We 
want the age limit fixed at fourteen years. 
There is every indication that resolutions 

against the Pinkerton system 
are already framed and are of a stirring 
nature. Among the —— will be a 
group representing the Tennessee miners 
who were récently on a strike. These 
delegates have already outlined the legisla- 
tion they need in their state as regards the 
convict system and will ask endorsement 
of the federation. The question of the lia- 
bility of employers or accidents to work- 
men will also be considered. Representa- 
tion at the convention will be larger than 
ever before.

Horrible Condition of a Girl Found in a New 
York Lumber Yard.

PREPARE FOR WAR! 


Is the Warning Sounded by the German 
Minister 


IN THE DEBATE ON THE MILITARY BILL 


Which Asks for a Large Addition 


to the Army. 


HE SAYS A GREAT WAR IS INEVITABLE, 


Which Will Be on a Lerger Scale Than 
Ever Fought—Other Foreign 
News. 


Berlin, December 10.—General Von Kal- 
lenborn Stachan in his speech presenting 
the army bill for its first reading in the 
reichstag, said it is a measure of supreme 
necessity and demanded no sacrifice. The 
patriotism of the nation should not be will- 
ing to grant, and no sacrifice is greater than 
what other nations were making in prepara- 
tion for a mighty struggle that might at 
any time begin. It was in obedience to 
the supreme need of preparing Germany 
for that struggle that the bill has been pre- 
pared, and the government hoped and ex- 
pected that it would receive the support of 
every oné interested in maintaining the in- 
tegrity of the fatherland, and in defending 
those advantages which it had cost so much 
German blood and German energy to ob- 
tain. He described at length the details of 
the bill and showed that every effort had 
been made to make the burden as light as 
a prudent regard for the sceurity of the 
country and the efficiency of the army would 
permit. 

The address was favorably received and 
the utterances in regard to the almost cer- 
tainty of a great European wer at an early 
date evidently produced a profound impres- 
sion, as confirming the predictions of Ca- 
privi on the same subject. 

The army bill fixes the peace footing of 
the German army, including privates and 
corporals, on a yearly average at 492,068 
men from October 1, 1893, to March 31, 
1899. The infantry will be composed of 
seventy-one attallions, cavalry of 477 
squadrons, field artillery of 494 batteries, 
foot artillery thirty-seven battalions, pion- 
eers of twenty-four ttalions, way. 
troops at seven battalions and train of twen- 
ty-one battalions.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


There Is No End of Work Piled Up 
for Disposal. — 


THE TAX EQUALIZATION BILL DEAD. 


Mr. Calvin’s Bank Bill Taken Up in the 
House— W hat the Senate Is Doing 
as the Home Stretch Comes On. 


There was a lively debate in the house 
yesterday when the motion was made by Mr. 
Fleming, of Richmond, to reconsider the 
action of the house the day before in pass- 
ing the bill to repeal the law establishing 
a board of qualizers of ax assessments in 
the several counties of the state. 

Jt is known that this law has been at- 
tacked on all sides in the house and senate 
this term. For some reason the bill seems 
to have failed in what was at first intended 
for it to do. 

It is based on the theory of honest taxa- 
tion. It was intended to have a uniform 
basis of assessment throughout the state. 

The law was one enacted by the last leg- 
islature and has been given but on year's 
trial, but from the number of bills intro- 
duced to repeal it in both the house and the 
senate this term,it would seem that the oper- 
ation of the law has given widespread dis- 
satisfaction in the state. 

The bill to repeal the law that was passed 
in the house went through on an over- 
whelming vote without one word of argu- 
ment day before yesterday. Mr. Fleming 
gave notice at the time that he would move 
to reconsider the action of the house yester- 
day and the reading of the journal had just 
finished when he took the floor and made 
the motion. He went on to make a strong 
argument in favor of the law enacted by 
the last legislature. He said while the 
measure might have been impracticable in 
certain ways, still it was « sound and good 
law in theory and the details of operation 
ought to be changed before the entire law 
was destroyed. He said that there was 
something wrong about the old system of 
having taxes given in by individuals at ran- 
dom and that the time was fast coming when 
something would have to be done to insure 
safety and uniformity in this matter. He 
made a forcible argument on this line. 

Mr. King, of Fulton, was in favor of the 
repeal and said that it was the universal 
desire of his constituents to have the law 
repealed and do away with the equalizers. 
He was of the opinion that the system as 
operated under the law of the last legislature 
was unjust and inflicted harships on the vast 

dy of ers. He was inclined to 
think that the old law was better which 
allowed each man to give in his taxes ac- 
cording to what he swore his property was 
worth. It was far more just than the 
law which subjected this property to the 
estimates of men whe were not perhaps as 
familiar with the worth ot it as the owner. 

Mr. Sears, of Webster, was in favor of 
reconsidering, and inter Kiug 
with mavy argumeuts and inquiries. .

The Charges Against the Learned Theo- 
logian and How He Answers 
Them. | 


Rev. Charles A. Briggs, D. D., delivered 
an address at the Union Theological semin- 
—™ the city of New York, January 20, 


It was upon the occasion of his induction 


theology. Before this he had been professiqy, 
of Hebrew in the seminary. : 

. His address was extensively circulated at 
the time, and aroused much unfavorable 
comment in the Presbyterian church. Dr. 
Briggs held in this inaugural deliverance 
that there were three great sources of di- 
vine ‘authority, the Bible and the church 
and the reason. That while men like 
James Martineau could not find divine au- 
thority in the church, or the- Bible, they 
did find God enthroned in their own souls, 
That there were those who would refuse 
these rationalites a place in the company 
of the faithful. But that such forgot that 
that the essential thing was to find God and 
divine certainty, and that if these men found 
God without the mediation of church and 
Bible, it was to be remembered that: church 
and Bible were not ends but means. They 
were avenues of God. That unless God’s au- 
thority is discerned in the forms ef.the rea- 
son, there was no ground upon Which any 
of the heathen could ever be saved, for 
knowing nothing of the Bible or church, 
they were left to be enlightened by ‘the 
light of the world through the form:of rea- 


son or be lost forever. 4 

He contended that Protestant Christiani- 
ty building its faith and life on the divine 
authority contained in the scriptures, to 
often depreciated the church and the rea- 
son. He took Spurgeon as an example of 
the average modern Iivangelical, who held 
the .Protestant position and assailed the 
church and the reason in the interest of the 
authority of scripture. But in his opinion 
the average of the Christian «world 
would not assign sp on & 
higher place in the kingdo of God 
than to Martineau who found God through 
the reason, or to Newman who found God 
through the churei 

So the first charge brought against Pro- 
fessor Briggs is that he teaches that the 
reason is a fountain of divine authority. 
That. men may reject the scriptures as the 
authoritativ> proclamation of the will of 
God, and also reject the way of salvation 
through the medi tion and sacrifice of the 
Son of God, as revealed therein, and yet 
be savingly enlightened. It is contended by 
the prosecution that this ‘is contrary to the 
essential doctrine of the holy scripture, 
and to the standards of the Presbyterian 
church. 

In the same address,Professor Briggs said 
that the majority of Christians from the 
apostolic age, have found God through the 
church, that martyrs and saints, fathers and 
schoolmen, the profoundest intellects, the 
saintliest lives have had this experience. 
That institutional Christianity has been to 
them the presence—chamber of God. That 
while it is difficult for many Protestants to 
regard this experience as any, other than 
pious illusion and delusion, yet what,is to: 
be said of such men as Newman, who could 
not reach certainty. striving never sq hard, 
through the Bible or the reason, but who 
dui find divine authority in the institukion 
of the church? , r 

So the’ second charge against Professor 
Briggs ie inat he teaches that the chgtch is 
a fountain of divine authority, whieh apar 
from holy scripture may and does saving! 
enlighten men.+ This, the prosecution con- 
tends is contrary to the teachings of the 
holy scripture, and the standards of the 
Presbyterian church. 

Again Dr. Briggs said in the inaugural 
speech, delivered in Union Theological sem- 
inary, on Janpury 20, 1891, that there 
were errors in tle scriptures that no one 
has been able to explain away, and that 
the theory that they were not in the original 
text, is sheer assumption upon which no 
mind can rest with certainty. And that if 
such errors desticyed the Bible, it was al- 
ready destroyed for historians. 

Upon this statcrent is based the third 
charge against kiofessor Briggs, for the 
prosecution holds that.to teach that errors 
may heave existed in the original text of the 
holy scripture as it came from its authors, 
is contrary to the essential doctrine taught-by 
the scriptures themselves and to the stan- 
dards of the Presbyterian church. ° 

Upon the same occasion referred to above, 
Professor Briggs said that Moses did not 
write the Pentatevch,, This again the prose- 
cution holds is. in direct contradiction of 
the holy scripture and also against . the 
standards of the ckurch. ‘

How It Occurred.

The Close of the Press Controversy. 


With the surrender of the New York 
Associated Press to the Western Press, 
the United Press and the Southern Asso- 
ciated Press, begins a. new era in the 
wonderful development of the telegraphic 
news service of the press of the United 
States. 

A brief outline of the contest which has 
been going on for some time between 
the New York Associated Press on the 
ohe hand, and the Western and United 


: Press on the other, will be specially in- 
teresting to southern readers on account ” 


of the important part played by the south- 
erm newspapers in bringitig about a set- 
tlement of the fight which has been going 
on for several years between these great 
press organizations. 

The New York Associated Press was 
the oldest American news association. 
It consisted of a combination of all the 
ledfling newspapers of New York city, 
formed long before the war for the pur- 
pose of supplying themselves and the 
newspapers of the country wita a general 
telegraphic news seryice. For ycars this 
association has done a magnificent busi- 
ness, performing its duty efficiently, 
and coining millions of money from the 
tributes levied from the thousands of 


the respective cities served by it. 

The Western Press Association, cous!st- 
ing of all the leading papers in the wes- 
tern and Pacitic states, was an «if-shoot 
of the New York Associated Vress. The 
papers forming this association were cli- 
ents of the latter, but with the increasing 
strength of the west they concluded they 
were strong enough to stand alone and 
manage their own field. ‘They organized 
among themselves and entered into a 
contract with the mother association for 
the mutual exchange of news. ‘i his con- 
tract has long exis:ed and the fsct Pat 
it was to terminate this year put the 
energetic managers of the Western Asso- 
ciation to thinking about arrangements 
for the future. 

The United Press is a news organization 
which, though young in comparison with 
the New York organization, has grown 
to be its equal in importance, covering 
fully and completely the same field, and 
numbering among its clients many of the 
strongest newspapers in the country. 
During the past year the moving spirit 
in the United Press has been The New 
York Sun, which, until about a@ year ago, 
was one of the seven New York papers 
forming the New York Associated Press. 
With the able co-operation of The Sun. 
and under the direction of General Man- 
ager Walter P. Phillips, the service of the 
United Press developed to dimensions 
which put the orgaaization m a position 
sufficiently strong for it to negotiate with 
the Western Press, whose contract with 
the New York Assomated lTress was 
about to expire. To make a long sory 
short, the Western Press and the Unite 
Press made terms. ‘This brought uncer 
one management the telegraphic news 
service of practically every daily newsap+ 
per from Pittsburg.to the Pacific oveun, 
with The New Yerk Sur holding up the 
New York end, and being so well satis- 
fled with the situation that it voluntarily 
abandoned the franchise of the New York 
Associated Press, estimated at the time 
to be worth $240,000. 

All of the leading southern daily news 
papers have been for many years clients 
of the New York Associated Press, but 
for the past few years they have not been 
satisfied with the terms under which they 
were being served. The New York Asso- 
ciated Press refused to treat with the 
southern papers as an organization, as 
it had been forced to do by the western 
papers. The result was that the southern 
papers, while not complaining at the 
efficiency cdf their news service, pro 
tested against the arbitrary treatment 
of the New York Associated Press. The 
southern papers met, organized, and de 
termined to stand together. The first 
meeting was held in Atlanta, in The Con- 
stitution office; Captain E. P. Howell, of 
The Constitution, was elected president, 
and Mr. Adolph 8. Ochs, of The Chatta- 
nooga Times, secretary. A committee 
Was appointed to negotiate with the New 
York Associated Press; but it received 
the unvarying answer that the southern 
papers could only receive the New York 
Associated Press reports by individual 
contract, and not as an organization. 
The New York people underestimated the 
strength of the combination between the 
Western Press and the United Press, and 
concluded to pursue the even tenor of 
their way, knowing that so long as the 
southern papers remained in their client- 
age, and they believed these papers would 
not leave, the New York Associated Press 
could protect itself against ite formidable 
western competitor. 

But the Western Press and the United 


they did not hesitate to signify their de 
sire to this end. The Southern Asso- 
ciated Press had another meeting in At- 
lanta, and received their overtures; but 
before taking action notified the New 
York Associated Press that still another 
meeting was to be held, at a given date 
in Atlanta, at which it would have an 
opportunity to be heard from concerning 
a continuation of its service to the south- 
ern newspapers. Again the representatives 
of ali the morning southern newspapers, 
from Richmond to New Orleans, met in 
Atlanta; but the New York Associated 
Press failed to show up. Concluding that 
the New York organization had made up 
its mind not to treat with the Southern 
Associated Press, as an organization, a 
committee was appointed to attend the 
joint meeting of the Western Press and 
the United Press, in Chicago, in October, 
to clost a contract with the Southern 
Associated Press. This committee was 
given power of attorney for-every miem- 
(ber of the Southern Associated 
Press, and at the Chicago meect- 
ing closed a contract in three hours, 
which was duly signed by every leading

It was evident that without the Southern 
ted Press the powerful New York 


combination, which had controlled the 


news service(of. the country for fifty 
years, could not stand against the West- 
ern, the United and Southern Press Asso- 


ciations combined. The most liberal in- 


ducements were offered, going even 
further than had been asked by the south- 
ern papers at several unsuccessful con- 
ferences in New York. But it was too 
late, The Chicago contract was final and 
the-committee Which signed for the south- 
ern papers had been clothed with the 
power of attorney by every paper in the 
organization. The ratification of the con- ' 
tract was therefore merely @ formality, 
and it was dane in short order, bringing 


, the Southern, the Western and United 


Press Associations together. 

The battle lasted for only a month, and 
it has ended with the surrender of the 
New York Associated Press, which now 
accepts the terms offered it, and goes out 
of business. The New York papers now 
become part of the Western, or of the 
United Press, or of a general organization 
known as the Associated Press, and will 
of course receive the benefits of the im- 
proved service, but without reaping the 
immense financial harvests as from the 


‘tributes levied for years from their pa- 


trons. They simply go in on the ground 
floor, and take their chances, share and 
share, with the rest. ° 

Under the contract the Southern Asso- 
ciated Press is left in full possession of 
the Atlantic and gulf states, from Vir- 
ginia to Louisiana, inclusive. It collects 
the news of this vast territory and ex- 
changes it with the Western and United, 
which in turn leave the absolute control 
of this section to the Southern Associated 
Press. 

The New York Associated Press has 
already withdrawn from the field, sending 
its last dispatch night before last. Its 
dismemberment is announced and its em- 
ployes are hunting work elsewhere. — 

The Constitution holds the morning field 
in Atlanta, and receives pay from those 
who use the afternoon reports, which, 
since they, not needed for our own tse, 
are, of course, disposed of to those who. 
can use them. 

Thus ends the memorable battle, and 
the part played by the southern morning 
papers turned the tide at the critical mo- 
ment. 

The fight was practically at an end 
when the southern morning newspapers 
made up their mind that they would not 
be held off any longer, and threw their 
influence and support against the New 
York Napoleon which had controlled the 
situation for fifty years.

| They Ask for a Receiver for the Chatta- 
hoochee River Read. ~ 


BEGINNING OF A LONG STORY. 


Mr. Simmons Has a Word to Say About 
Comparing the Condition of His Ccm- 
pany to the Muddle of Steve Ryan. 


A very important hearing was commenced 
before Judge Marshall J. Clarke, in cham- 
bers, yesterday morning. 

It was based upon an application signed 
by various parties asking his honor to ap- 
point a receiver to take charge of the as- 
sets of the Chattahoochee River Railroad 
Company. 

The petitioners were Dr. J. B. Baird, Dr. 
W. S. Elkin, Dr. W. P. Nicolson, Dr. 8. 
B Bridwell, the Southern Iron Car line, 
Mrs. Lizzie FE. Allen and Mr, Jesse J. 
Latham. 

The claims of the above physiciang are 
for medical services rendered to the wound- 
ed victims of the fatal accident which oc- 
curred last June. 

It will be remembered that several per- 
sons were killed as the result of that acci- 
dent while others were fearfully injured. 

The husband of Mrs. Allen, one of the 
petitioners, was killed in the wreck, and she 
instituted suit for $20,000. Mr. Latham 
was badly injured and he brought suit for 
half that amount. 

Altogether the suits that were brought 
against the company due to the accident of 
Jjast June aggregated something in the 
neighborhood of $150,000. 

Contents of the Petition. 

The petition started out by saying that 
the company was hopelessly insolvent. 

It further added that on the 18th of Feb- 
ruary, 1890, Mr. J. C. Simmons, W. A. 
Baker and Thomas Moore, filed with the 
secretary of state an application for a 
charter for the Atlanta and Chattahoochee 
River Railroad Company, under the gener- 
al laws of the state, and in that application 
it was recited that the capital stock of the 
company was $250,000. This amount was 
divided into 5,000 shares of $50.00 each. 

Of these shares Mr. Simmons, it was 
claimed, held 100, Mr. Thomas Moore 100, 
and Mr. W. A. Baker fifty. The applica- 
tion was duly granted and the company 
proceeded to exercise its chartered rights. 

These gentlemen, says the petition, failed 
to-open the books and complete the amount 
of capital as represented. 

The $250,000 was never raised and the 
amount of capital required by good faith 
was never paid into the corporation. 

The aathilen further claims that the 
amount of Mr. Moore’s subscription was 
never paid, and the company, to begin 
with, was never duly organized. 

Charges of Criminal Nature. « 

The petitioners claim that several dona- 
tions of land were made to the company 
and the deeds to this land have been kept 

“sub rosa.””’ No records of the same have 
been entered upon the records of the coun- 
ty. 

For ex ge me twenty acres, the petition- 
ers affirm was deeded to Simmons & Ba- 
A. Angier, for which the 
defendants never paid a dollar. This con- 
veyance should appear on the courthouse 
books as a part of the assets of the com- 
pany, but the same had been kept carefully 
concealed. 

Stall another lot of land containing nine- 
ty-eight acres had been deeded to the com- 

any, or rather to W. A. Baker, in be- 
alf of the company, as they had excellent 
grounds to suspect. 

The directors, it was further claimed, 
had made a strenuous though a secret ef- 
fort, to convey the assets of the company 
to the Collins Park and Belt road, ee 
was granted a charter in May, 1889, 
which was never built. 

It was an effort on the part of the com- 
pany, so it was claimed, - escape their lia- 
bility and thus defraud innocent creditors 
and the several parties that were injured 
by the accident. 

Beginning the Investigation 
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Yesterday morning when the case was 
called before his honor, Judge Clarke, Mr. 
Simmons, the attorney for the company, 
Tron Car Line 
the amount of its claims, $180. The sum 
being accepted, their names were stricken 
from the petition. 

Mr. Jack J. Spalding, who appeared for 
the petitioners, began by giving a brief re- 
view of the company from the time their 
charter was obtained. 

Mr. Simmons took occasion to state that 
he had beard it going the rounds that the 
affairs of the company were in a similar 
muddle to those of Serve Ryan. He begged 
to say that the man who was responsible 
for such a statement was likely to reap 
unpleasant consequences.
